But instead of getting twice as mad, 
Britain is all smiles for II Duce.

J ^Iinister Chamberlain has written 
Mus­ 
solini a cordial note inviting Italian-Brit- 
ish friendship and cooperation. Mussolini 
has replied in the same affectionate tone. 
Moreover, there are apparently well- 
substantiated reports that Britain is seri­ 
ously considering a deal whereby Italy 
would be given a slice of Spanish Moroc­ 
co in return for evacuating the Balearic 
Islands, which II Duce holds the strong 
forces. 
The first question that arise.< on hear­ 
ing of this reconciliation is: Has the fight 
between Britain and Italy been a sham 
battle— both in Ethiopia and in Spain? 
And the second question is: 
Has Great 
Britain a foreign policy , and if so. what 
is it?

the utmost care with smoking materials

gravitation. 
Tlieir pranks, however, have 
so far been harmless. 
In 18 8 6 a comet 
dodged through J upiter’s procession 
of 
satellites but not a single little moon was 
shaken up by the bull-iu-a-china-shop en­ 
counter. 
The comet, on the other hand, 
has since been tethered more closely to 
the sun, reporting liack every seven y ears 
instead of twenty -seven. Another in 18 47 
made astronomers’ ey es pop by splitting 
itself in two, appearing five y ears later 
as twins, then vanishing completely , with 
only a trail of meteors left as souvenirs. 


“ In shape comets set a unique sty le. 
While other heavenly bodies are usually 
round, the comet is frequently eg g -shaped 
with millions of miles of tail. 
Some com­ 
ets appear as one-unit parades witli ap­ 
pendag es long enough to reach from the 
sun and envelop the earth. 
Sometimes 
the tail is shaped like a tadpole’s. 
Bril­ 
liant comets in 18 36, 19 08 and 19 10 at 
times whisked off their glimmering trains 
and had to sprout new ones.
